Informed sources said the crux 
of the m atter at this time is that 
Antonio de Oliviera Salazar, pre- 
1 m ier of Portugal, is unwilling to 
compromise Portuguese sovereign­ 
ty to the extent of granting such 
bases unless the United States ex­ 
tends guarantees of m ilitary pro­ 
tection.

The index for the latest week j 
] stood at an ail-time peak of $5.34 
against $5.30 In the previous week 
and $4.08 a year ago. In the pre­ 
ceding week the index had regis­ 
tered its first decline since May 21.

Plans for a meeting of Tito and 
Patterson wrere disclosed shortly 
after the 3’ugoslav government of­ 
ficially acknowledged the second 
attack Monday. It said Yugoslav 
fighters sent the big transport 
spiraling down in flames, and signs 
of casualties were seen. Five crew­ 
men were aboard. Two parachuted.

PEOPLE are sometimes in­ 
clined to feel that doctors may be 
too fussy in the m atter of aensible 
eating, balanced diets and the 
whole subject of nutrition. 
They would change their minds 
if they realized as doctors do, that 
- the properly-fed, well-nourished 
body is our best arm or against 
attacks of certain deadly disease 
germs. 
Take tuberculosis, for instance. 
At one time or another nearly 
everybody harbors these germs 
and yet, as rn rule, they can do 
nothing against the individual 
whose vitality is sustained by 
proper nourishment, but must find 
their victims among those suffer­ 
ing from some form or other of 
m alnutrition. 
SU Vitos Dance 
Now, doctors are coming to be­ 
lieve that the strange, jerking 
disease of children, chorea, or St. 
Vitus’ dance, can flourish only 
when poor nutrition prepares the 
way. 
Chorea is thought to be a first 
cousin of the deadly rheumatic 
fever, which causes so much heart 
damage in children. Indeed, Dr. 
Joseph A. Johnston, of Detroit, be­ 
lieves it to be but a milder mani­ 
festation of this disease. 
Furthermore, he states Lhat in 
all his 24 years of experience with 
this twitcher and jerker of chil­ 
dren, he has never known it to at­ 
tack a child whose nutrition was 
good. 
This doe* not mean, of course, 
that it affects only those who 
through 
poverty 
cannot 
get 
enough to eat. Often enough chil­ 
dren or adolescents may be offered 
an adequate diet but fail to get the 
most out of it because of some 
other factor, suck aa diseased 
tonsils. 
Ordinarily, too, according to Dr. 
Johnston, the great need of the 


rapidly growing adolescent child 
for proteins, calcium and extra 
amounts of Vitamin D is not real­ 
ized by most parents. Hence, the 
father, whose real needs are much 
smaller, may often get the lion’s 
share of the family supply of meat 
and eggs. 
Improve General Health 
Removal of tonsils will not of 
itself prevent chorea or other 
rheumatic disorders, but the op­ 
eration may be beneficial if it 
helps to improve the child’s gen­ 
eral health. 
If chorea once develops, it is 
usually not difficult to diagnose. 
In the beginning, there may be 
such things as awkwardness in 
writing, in the handling of a fork, 
and inability to control the tongue. 
The grip in the two hands may be 
uneven. 
As the condition develops, the 
child makes many purposeless, 
jerky movements. In some cases, 
there is slight fever. In more 
severe cases, there may be signs 
of pressure within 
the brain, 
which causes slowness of the heart­ 
beat and swelling of the blood vea- 
sels in the back part of the eyeball. 
In treating this disorder, Dr. 
Johnston favors the use of injec­ 
tions under the skin of typhoid 
vaccine, particularly in those in­ 
stances in which there is evidence 
of the heart damage which may 
sometimes develop. 
Chorea is a lengthy affair, at­ 
tacks lasting usually from 8 to IO 
weeks and with a definite tendency 
to recur. Surely, if a child can be 
spared this illness by proper su­ 
pervision of his nutrition, parents 
can not give too much attention to 
this m atter and would do well to 
consult a doctor any time the child 
shows signs of undernourishment. 
Of course, if chorea develop*, 
prompt and painstaking treat­ 
ment by a physician is a necessity.

Americans also to think twice 
about loans i w-hich w-ould be used 
for military equipment). We have 
authorized a loan of $115,000,000 
to China to purchase surplus mili­ 
tary equipment, but official infor­ 
mation here says none of this has 
yet been used by China. I do not 
know. Yet it is rather obvious 
I China mostly uses our equipment 
now. while the reported number of 
40 divisions of Communist troops 
in the north (400,000 perhaps) are 
mostly using Japanese equipment 
which they have seized. Certainly 
the impression prevails here that , 
if we withdraw both troops and 
equipment before Chiang estab­ 
lishes a more solid government 
upon greater liberal principles, w-e 
will be doing what the Commun­ 
ists want, and need, to win. 
The dejection of a few people 
with Chiang, however, has reached j 
the point where they think Com­ 
munism might not be a had thing 
for China. They are suffering poli­ 
tical melancholia due to too much 
war (China has never known real 
peace in this generation). What 
they should remember is that Com­ 
munism has never succeeded any­ 
where in this world. What China 
needs is production. She cannot 
get it by Communism. Consider the 
failures of the five year plans in I 
Russia. Communism is w-rong in 
natural essence because it sup­ 
poses every man will work equally, 
while no two men work equally. 
The inspiration of capitalism on 
the other hand generates expan- j 
aion, overriding of obstacles to ob­ 
tain profit, encouraging exertion 
of 
great 
human 
effort—while 
Communism, in any of its efforts, 
naturally encourages sloth. It is 
impossible for Communism to get 
production. 
So it looks like influential auth­ 
orities, who had become discour­ 
aged by the rigidity of Chiang, 
had decided to go over his head, 
in order to wring concessions from 
him—and their strategy worked 
to a considerable extant. 
As for the impossibilities of ra- 
proachment between Communists 
and the Kuomintang .the situa­ 
tion has not been exaggerated. You 
cannot coalesce easily with a man 
whose purpose is to overthrow 
you. You cannot be guided by his 
wishes unless you wish to stick 
your head into his noose. China 
needs wise leadership which will 
strengthen the nation by expand­ 
ing its production. The Chiang re­ 
gime should clear itself of corrup­ 
tion, and racketeering, and put 
down the ravages of inflation. The 
sustenance which will make it 
strong in commerce. The solution 
of its difficulties does not lie in 
politics but in business. To bring 
it forward will be a tedious and 
often heartbreaking task, which 
will try the patience and hope of 
wise men 
but there is no genuine 
indication the task is to be abon- 
doned.
